In a decision handed down liy the
Supreme Court yesterday, tho decision
of tho Circuit Court in tho case of
May K. Brown against Honry Holmes,
that a salo of tho property in quostion
be-- made by commissioners, and the
proceeds, after tho costs had beon
paid, bo divided among tho rcBpoctivn
parties, was afiirmod. Uoorgo II. Holt,
0110 of tho defendants, took an appeal
from this decision to tho Supreme
Court. Tho syllabus of tho decision
is as follows:

"A cotcnant Is entitled to a parti-
tion of li'm filinro in tho common es-

tate, or a salo if partition would
greatly projudloo tho parties. The
fact that there are minor cotonants
unable to purchase does not nffect such,
right.

"A cotcnant can not bo allowed in
case of sale for money expended fur
improving a small portion but not inn

, iiTiiuiy uiu vuiue ui tuu vu
tiro estate.

"A finding that undor tho cireum- -

stances or tins case a partition1 in K.tm
is not possible is not reversed lor
error."
